Sirs , 

Tho Invcstisativo tea;.i vihioh you appointed on Kovcabor 29, 1963, 
to aako this inveatication wishoo to subiait tho following report: 

Security waa Bct up in tha buocaont parlrinc area of tho City Hall 
at approjcira-itoly 9 a.m. on •iunday, Hovnabor 24, 1963. (Soo 
attachKonto) 

Tho baaor-.snt w^3 searched and G^«i3 placed at all oiitraneco. 
All ur.authorizod porocnnal wore renovcd fron the area. ^Jsourity 
poraonnol and no-.(a ccdia wore then allowed to enter ths baaenent. 

An armored truck vas ordered aixi arrived at the Coniorco iltreot 
rajnp at appro:cirjtoly 11:00 a.m. It vna backed onto tho ra-.p. 
Tho truck did not Vavo oufrioioiit clear.'uica to bo taken to Uio 
bottoa of tho raiap. Tho arlver beliavi.d thn traclt raicht stall 
duo to tho woir.ht if it w.-ia placed on t!:C incline. It waa then 
decided to leave tho truck at tho top of tho Co;.-jr.orco Street 
ran'p \d.th tho roar v.hc(;lo on tho incline and tho front wheels 
on the sidewalk of tho Comriarca Street aido of tho City lioll. 

Tho Jail Offico corridor outside tho Jail Office and tho ranp 
area South of tho Southcr.at comer of tho Jail Offico wag 
cleared of ovei-yona o;coopi. security offloora. 

Plana wero char^^od and Lieutenant H. o. Meroo drove a ctiuad 
car out of tlie basc.icnt area and out tho loin «trcot raiup. Ho 
v:ua acoonp^nlcd by 5cr,:;oar.to J. A. Putnan and B. J. flaxoy. They 
nido a loft turn on Main :)traot, a left turn on ilarijood Street 
and a left turn on Coi-rxTCO ;;troot. They wore intondim; to load 
tho ar.;iorod truck to tho County Jail. Tho ar.aorod truclt i<ao to 
bo a decoy and tho prisonor viae to bo tranuforred in a plain car. 

Detbctivo Charles Brown drove a plain car on tlia Coir^iorco Street 
raap tov;ard tho arraorod truck, liotootivo C. K. Ehority then drove 
anothor plain car on tha ranp behind fjetoctlvo Charles Erovm's car. 
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Dotcctiva C. i!, Dhorlty v.'ao in the prooosa of backina tho car ho 
VI20 drlvinc into poaitlon adjacent to t)io Jail Offlca entrance, 
vhon tho prisoner vas brought out oC tho Jail Offico by Detoctlvoa 
J. P., Loavollo and L, C. Gravoo, prooodcd by Captain J. Is. Fritz 
and Lieutenant ii, 2. Swain. Thay vsaro followod by Cotootlvo L. D. 
Kontgomory. 'iho priaonor had t.l^;on a fow stcpa toward tho car. 

Jack fluby apparently wan standinj about 10 or 12 foot froa tho 
iioutheast corner of tho Jail Office, at tho bottoa of tho i-.'ain 
iltrcot iianp near tho pipo railing, .iiuby Ixmscd for\«ird froa a 
pooition betwocn acting Dctectiva W. J. Harrison and ilobort a. 
Huffalxr, Jr., a ncv;nr.i3!n for KilUj-TV. Ruby approached Leo liarvoy 
Csv.-ald with o rovolvor extended anil flrod one shot into Oswald 
bolovi the rib cage on the left aido. 

Tho shot waa fired at opproximatoly 11:20 a. a. iiuby v;a3 ii.rnodi- 
atoly arreotod. Loo liarvoy Gowald exoircd at Parkland Hospital 
at 1:07 p.n. 

This f;roup intorrogiitcd 123 Jjcrcono durln'5 the courso of thia 
invc3ti2"-tion. This included 20 patrolMOn, 21 rer.crvco, 30 
detcctivos, 19 suporvioora, 13 roporterK, 11 or.CTOraT.on and 9 
oivilir.ns, Koot of tho of fie era vira a-3i!:ncd to provido 
security and the reporters end cauerarion wero in tho basa-xnt 
at tho tirsa of ths trimsf or. Only ono of the civilians intor- 
rosated i.-as In tha baoG-.ent at tho tir^i and this was Jack iiuby. 

Wo havo obtained tho nEJ:.a3 of 10 nowscen tlvit vero in the baoe- 
i.'.cnt that v;o h'lva not been ablo to interview, iio wore ablo to 
dcterrrdno thoro i/ero approxl'ir.tely 10 acabora of tho news acdia 
in tha bKacr.-,ont \.ho30 identity ws havo not bson ablo to dstei^ 
nino. It io boliovod thcsa tro novspapor corrcspondonta repre- 
senting publications frcn other nreno of tho country and even 
other countrloa. Tim and Cionoy smdo tho running dom of thoaa 
pooplo inadviaablo at this tinie, particularly ainco it is not bo- 
liovod that any of thorn couM throw additional liijht on this natter. 

;«u.Moroua sldo lnvostii.;ations which grow out of thia invoatigation 
ucro al:;o c»da. A ooparato report covorina- thooo inoldonts will 
bo subaittod. 

Mo aro eonvinood that our invostijation has eatablishod to a 
roa3or>:iblo certainty that Jack Loon i-uby entered tlia basonont 
froa tho Kain ^troot racip and that no collusion oxlotcd betwoon 
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hira and any police officer or member of the press; that his 
entrance into the basement at this particular time ivas the 
.result of a series of unfortunate coincidences which caused 
a momentary breakdown in the security measures adopted. We 
are also convinced that Ruby was in the basement for a 
maximum of 2 minutes. 

The follovdng evidence led us to the above conclusion:

A. Lieutenants Jack Revill and P. G. HcCaghren inter- 
viev;ed Mr. Doyal Lane of 6549 Lake Circle, TAl-0560 
at the Western Union Telegraph Company located at 
Main and Pearl Expressway in Dallas, Texas. 

Lane is a supervisor for the Western Union 
Telegraph Company and was on duty at this 
location on Novamber 24, 1963. At 11:16 a.m. 
Jack Ruby sent a $25.00 Money Order to an 
employee, Karen Bennett, Ft. Worth, Texas and 
was given a receipt which was stamped with the 
time (11:16 a.m. ) 

2. Kr. Lane was shovm several photographs and he 
readily picked the photograph of Jack Ruby from 
these and stated that he knew Jack Ruby Inasmuch 
as Ruby had sent several telegrams in the past.

£. R. Archer was interviewed by Lieutenants C. C. Vallaoe and P. 0. 
McCaehren at 3«00 pm November JO, 196?, The interview was essen- 
tially the same as his original report dated november 27 > 196^» Il:te 
following was added by B. B. Aroheri 

I have been asked if I know Jaok Buby, and Z do not. He was pointed 
out to ne by another offlosr. Ihia was several years ago. 

After assisting in apprehending this subject and carrying him directly 
to the 5^ floor along with Captain King, Detectives Clardy and Mo 
Millan, whore we immediately took him back to an investigative seotion 
of the jail, we very carefully searched the subOaot for any weapons, 
not necessarily personal property, turning it over to the Jailer which 
was Eaaky, as we went. Then we removed all the clothing, leaving the 
subject only in his shorts with the thought of keeping him from harm- 
ing himself or concealing another weapon. Shortly after we had com- 
pleted this procedure, Sgt. P. T. Dean brought Mr. Sorrels, who I be- 
lieve is in charge of Secret Service, into the room to interview this 
subject. At this time P. T. Dean asked the suspect Buby, "Jack how 
did you got into the basement." Kuby replied, "You guys'll never be- 
lieve this, but a little girl who works for mo had called me and asked, 
that i send her some money to Ft. Worth. I had left my apartment, 
gone to Western Union at Main and the Expressway, and wired her S25.00. 
I left there, and noticed the crowd around City Hall. I walked up 
that way, thinking I might get a chance to see Oswald. As I reached 
the ramp that leads to the basement, I noticed Sam Pierce pull up 
from the ramp in a black car. The officer standing there turned to 
either answer a q^uestiou or say something to Sam, I don't know. As 
he did this^ X walked down the ramp." This is to the best of my know- 
ledge and memory of the axaot conversation that took place at that time 

After seeing this suspect up in the jail after his initial arrest, I 
do know that I did not see this suspect in the area prior to this shoot 
ing or any other time in the City Hall,

1. Approjiraate time I reported to duty. 9:00 A. M. 

2. I reported to Lt. Herrell in Assembly Tloom. 

3. I v:as assij-ned to - Hy first act was to rco.'uest transportation for 
five Kcserves to' the Elm-Kouston Area. Request v.-as through Chief 
Lur.riay and Lt. Vdrgins. A squad transferred these men. ogt. Dean 
requested some men to assist in searching the basement. I su.moned 
all the men v;o had on call in the assembly room at this time (arproxi- 
natcly 10 rrcn) and vre-nt with Egt. Dean to the basement. Sgt. Dean 
and Sgt, Putnam directed the Reserves to other regula;- officers that 
were in process of searclung the basement, .".hen the search was com- 
pleted and men assigned to a post, I took a position v;here the cars 

.would enter the parking area from the ramp. 

I remained in this position until fieserve J. C. Hunt took this position. 
I then took a position at ti;e base of the North rasip viiiere it levels 
off. I remained at this position until after tlie shootins- Persons. 
v;ho v/ere at this s;une position just prior to and at the time of the 
si'.ooting v;ere: A newsman v.-ith a microphone next to the v;est wall, then 
myself, then another newsmian with a pencil and paper, then Capt. Kinc, 
then another person to the east of Capt. Kin^. Officer Elackie Harrison 
along with others I did not knov; the names of were directly ahead of the 
group I v;as vdth. 

After men had been assigned, Police Supervisors were requesting men, if 
we could spare them, and several v;ere taken to other posiions outside 
the basement. Some Reserve Supiervisors wiio had no particular assignment 
took these positions that were being vacated. 

I o.av; Capt. Fritz entering the basement frora the jail office, approximatel; 
four 01' five foot behind were tiie detectives with Oswald. Just as tlioy 
entered tlie drivowyy 1 o.-iw ,i n;ai lun;;e (rron'bcsido Llic TV C-uiiern that v/aa 
on the east .oide of the drive wliere you aiLer tiie i)arkinc area) tmvard 
Oswald. I did not see the gun until after th'6 shooting.

inspector J. M. Sawyer talked to Assistant Chief of Police, 
Kr. Chas. Batchelor and received the following statement: 

"I v(ent to the basement area of the City Hall at about 11:00 
a.m. on the morning of Nove.'.iber 24, 1963, to help in the 
transfer of Lee Harvey Oswald to the County Jail, 

At the time of the shooting, I v;as standing about half way 
between the 2 detective's cars that were parked on the 
ramp. I was iiast of these 2 cars. I did not see the 
shooting. I heard someone call out "Here he comes", and 
I started up the ramp towards Com.iieroe Street to close a 
door on the armored truck when I heard a shot. 

I turned and went back and saw several officers struggling 
vdth someone on the floor. I didn't see who it was that 
had done the shooting until I went into the Jail Office 
vfhere they had taken Jack F.uby. Vftiile in the Jail Office 
I watched the detectives struggling with Jack Huby on the 
floor putting handcuffs on him. 

I did not know Jack Ruby prior to his shooting of Lee Harvey 
•Oswald. "

SUBJECT: Shooting of Lee Harvey Osvrald 



Sir: 

On Sunday, Kovember 24, 1963, about 11:00 A.M., I v/as in the basenenfc 
of the City Hall, Police Courts Building. Captain 0. A. Jones walked 
by and told me that some detectives from the third floor would be dora 
shortly and for rae to remain there and tell them to wait for him in 
front of the jail office window. 

V.'a Vfere assigned to the basement hallvjay of the jail oflioo by Captain 
0. .i. Jones, evenly divided on each side of the hallv.'ay. Cur instruc- 
tions v/ere to keep the hallv.'ay clear all the way to the amored car, 

R. L. Lowery, B. H. Co,-nbest, Jerry Hutchinson, and myself and possibly 
some more, v.'ere assi:;ncd to the South side of the hallway directly 
across from the outside entrance to the jcdl office. On the other 
side of the hall were Charles Goolsby, Jaines Watson, K. E. Che^ibers, 
V.'. J. Harrison and V/. J. Cutshav;. I an not sure of the order of their 
stations. 

About ten minutes passed when Captain Jones ocme over v.ith Sergeant 
Putnam and they both told the people of the press to clear the hallvjay- 
completely and to move out into the drive North of the hallv;ay and to 
the East of the ramp drive v.-here the armored car was parked. They then 
told them not to ask Osi/ald any questions as he v.'as leaving the building. 

■'.bout 11:30 A.M. Lieutenant R. E. Swain came out of the door of the 
jail office follov.'cd by Captain Fritz. The liijita from the rany cameras 
ca-fio on immediately. Folloidn;; C,;ptain rritz v.'as J. H. lx:avcJ.lo, Leo 
Harvey Oswald and L. C. Graves. Follol^dnc thcsj was L. D. Mantgoaicry. 



.'.bout half v:ay out of tha halliv.-iy tno press bc^^an to roach ut Oswald 
v.lth microphones asking him to lake a statement. " 

I took one step into the hall anticipating follov.dn:; Oswald, Graves and 
L<;avollo to ths ari.-.ored car. I heard a shot a.id looked over to see 
rr.an7 police officers subduing Jack Ituby. I saw L. C. Graves take a 
snub-i'.ose pistol fro;i Hubyis hand as he vfas forced to the floor, 

From.vfhoi-o I '..-aa stationed, juct inaide tlio jail orrioo hallv.-ay, I could 
SCO one police office and a reserve officer. They v;ere stationed at the 
v/indows of the jail office and vfore chocid.ng everyone that carae in and 
out of tliis entrance. I recall that either one or both had been there 
Einoc 9:30 A.i:., tj.is date, and that on one occasion Molba Espinosa, an 
employee at the Information Desk, was refused admittance to the basement. 

iJever during the entire operation did I see a.nyone enter or leave the 
basement vdthout being properly identified and in many instances 
searcnod. I never did see Huby until after I hoard the shot.

At approximately JsJO p.m., December 9i 1963( I contacted 
Mr. J. B. English, by telephone, regarding his knowledge of 
the incident (Oswald shooting) which occurred Sunday morning, 
Kovember 2k, I963. 

Hr. English stated he was taking continuous pictures in the 
basement of the City Hall and started taking film at the 
time they backed the armored oar into the Commerce Street 
ramp. He was working with Channel k Camera behind the 
railing, this would be the camera on the Korth side, and 
that he was "feeding all the time". 

Mr. English stated he did not know Jack Ruby and did not 
see Jack Ruby prior to the shooting. 

Mr. English also stated he did not take any shots toward 
the Main Street ramp. I asked him if he could tell me if 
this was one continuous film that we viewed on video tape 
at the KRLD-TV Station. He stated that he would have no 
way of knowing whether the control monitored all of his 
continuous pictures. 

Mr. English stated he had been interviewed by Agents of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation.

Kr. Dement was interviewed at his place of employment.

I then stated to i:r. Fayno that I had neve r made such a statomant to 
iilm or anyone to substontinto this oonoluoion. Mr. I'oyno then stntod 
that ho had read to mo my original interview and I had confirnod all 
the statements in the article and that he could prove thorn. I advised 
him again that I had not, and then asked him where he had obtained a 
oopy of my interview. 

nr. Payne then seemed to evade this question and asked me to let him 
oall the person that had given him thie assignment and that he would 
have hin call me. I again asked him from whom he had reooived the 
assignment and he evaded again and then stated that he had not written • 
the story, that he had only verified my previous interview. This was 
oontradiotory to his original statement, that he had written the story. 
Ee then asked me not to oall the City Editor as he would contact him 
and advise him that I was protesting the article. 

After asking him the third time Kr. Payne then stated Mr. Ken Smart

The ohly 
correction I would like to make Is In the time element, which 
ocourad approximately 30 or kO minutes earlier than I originally 
stated. 

At approximately II1I5 I was dispatched to the basement of the City 
Hall by Lt. Smart to act as security for Lee Oswald. When we got to 
the basement, we waited in the jail corridor approximately I5 minutes. ^ 
We then heard that Oswald was on his way down, and there were some 
photographers and reporters on the phones. I closed the doors and 
wouldn't let them come onto the corridor, so that isa one could oome 
in behind me. Ko one told me to close the doors. 

''hen he was shot, I was at the same place. 1 heard the shot, but 
I couldn't see him or the man who shot him. 

I would also like to add that I know Jaok ^uby by sight and would 
recognize him if I saw him, but I have not seen him in the City Hall. 

I have talked to Federal Bureau of Investigation Agent Carlson, and 
I explained to him that I had guessed at the time In ay original re- 
port, and was probably in error.

Dear Captain Solomon: 

I reported for duty in the Assembly Room, Sunday, November 2'*, 
1963, at approximately 8:30 AM. I waited in the Assembly Eoom until 
I was assigned to help search the basement garage. I searched cars in 
spaces one through I6 and the two cars beside the outbound ramp. I 
also crawled behind the air conditioning machinery beside the 
outbound ramp to make sure no one was there. I was then assigned to 
the corner of Commerce and Harwood with Reserve Officer Harold Jacobs 
and was instructed to allow no one to pass down the north sidewalk of 
Commerce unless they were police officers or had a "press card." 

I stopped traffic at this intersection to allow the armored c£ir 
turn from Harwood on to Commerce. I was standing on the northeast 
corner of Commerce and Harwood when the shooting took place. 

A few seconds after the shot was fired, a detective ran out and 
instructed us to seal off all exits. I proceeded to the Harwood exit 
and there Sgt. Putman and I apprehended a suspect who was running 
down the hall on the Court's floor of City Hall. I put my handcuffs 
on him, took him to the Homicide Bureau emd stayed with him for about 
30 minutes. Detectives then released the suspect and me and I returned 
to the Assembly Room. 

I did not see Ruby until about 6:00 PM when I reported to the 
5th Floor Jail to guard him with Reserve Officer D. J. McDonald. 
Until that time I had never mot Mr. Ruby.

At the time that Oswald was being brought down from the jail, I 
was stationed next to the door leading to the jail office. Prior 
to Oswald coming out, a T. V, Camera was pushed out of the base- 
ment lobby into the basement. There were three men pushing the 
camera. The man with the green shirt was on the right and the 
man with the black rain coat was on the left. The third person 
was in the center and had on a dark suit. He was bent over low 
behind the camera pushing on the base. The camera was pushed 
down the ramp into the parking area but was not hooked up. After 
the shooting the camera was being pushed up the ramp by two men. 
The man in the dark suit was not one of them. I stopped the two 
men and asked them where the other man was that helped them push 
the camera out. They stated that no one was with them. 

After the shot, I jumped on the man and had him by the left arm. 
I held this position till we reached the jail office door where 
I had to release my hold so they could get inside the jail office. 
After they got inside I stood guard on the door.

Who, after being by me duly sworn, on oath deposes and says; I aJU a Seserve Police Sergeant with 
the Dallas Police Reserve. On November 24, iyfa3 I reported to the Police 
Assembly Room at approximately b;35 a.m. to Lieutenant Merrell who was making 
assignments. I then took over making assignments from him. I wrote the men 
up on the roster at the time they arrived and made assignments to them until 
approximately 10:00 a.m. At that time I went to the basement and worked 
from the basement of the City riall, assigning reserve officers who were late 
drriving, aind also checking on where my men had been assigned. Prior to 
Oswald's apx^earance into the basement of the City hall I stationed myself at 
the foot of the north end of the ramp in the basement. I was there for quite 
some time watching the reporters. Souieone had made the remark to watch the 
reporters, and to move them back against the rail. There were several report- 
ers in front of me. Captain Arnett was standing to the right of me. I was 
approximately in the middle of the ramp between the wall and the rail. 
Someone in authority gave instructions to move the press back against the 
rail. At that time I turned amd told two men standing to my left to move 
back against the rail. One of these men had a motion picture camera, the 
other was wearing a dark maroon coat with black thread woven into it. He 
was wearing a brown hat. (My father has a coat something similar to the one 
the man was wearing that I spoke to) I then turned my attention back to the 
reporters which were standing in front of me. X believe this man that I spoke 
to to have been Jack Ruby. The man with the motion picture camera got up on 
the rail. The man with the dark mauroon coat stepped back a little. I 
turned back around and one or two officers came out of the jail office £uid 
then Captain Fritz, and then they brought Oswald out. He was heindcuffed 
to one of the officers and there was a man on each side of him holding his 
arm. There was a reporter standing there with a microphone in his hand.

On Sunday, HoTember 2k, 19$3i I was working regular hours 
of 8:00 A.M. until 4:00 P.M. in the Special Service Bureau, Vice 
Section. 

At approximately 10:50 A.M., I was in the basement of City 
Ball near the jail office. 1 was engaged in conversation with 
Detective B. L. Beaty and Officer J. D. Hutchinson. We were 
approached by Captain 0. A. Jones. Captain Jones told us to 
remain in the basement near the Jail office. He further stated 
that all the other available officers in City Hall would be down 
into the basement soon. 

I overheard Sergeant J. A. Putnam reiterate his orders to the 
officer and the reserve officer working the passageway leading out 
of the basement Into the parking basement. He stated very emphati- 
cally to the officer that no one but police and press members with 
press passes were to be admitted to the parking basement. 

A short time later several officers and detectives came down 
from upstairs. Captain Jones took all officers out into the pass- 
ageway Just outside the Jail office. He told all of us that we 
were to form a line on each side of the passageway in order to 
make a lane for the prisoner Oswald to be escorted. He told 
some officers to get all the newsmen out of the Jail office booking 
room.

I would like to submit the following report regarding the incident

On the morning of November Z'i, 1963 while oh duty in the Auto Theft 
Bureau, Lieutenant Smart advised me not to leave the City Hall as 
I was to be available when the prisoner was escorted from the City 
Jail. About 10:00'a.m. Lieutenant Smart advised mq and the other 
officers in the bureau to report to the jail offioij. Upon arrival 
I took a position hear the southwest corner near the driveway. 
A couple of minutes 'before the prisoner was brought down, I had 
looked over the crowd, and, at this time, I did not see Jack Ruby 
in the crowd. I have known Jack Ruby for eight to ten years, and 
if I had seen him I would have recognized him. 

As word was heard that the subject was being broui^ht down, I was 
watching the driveway to the basement and to the driveway to Commerce^ 
Street where the armored truck was. I saw a fast blur of movement 
out of the corner of my left eye, and, before I could turn, I heard 
a shot. As I turned I partly lost my footing and was bumped by peo- 
ple from both sides at the same time. Before I could get balanced, 
the subject. Jack Ruby, was under a pile of officers. 

I helped others try to keep the press back until both the prisoner 
and Jack Ruby were taken inside the jail office. I then went to the 
jail office, and at that time Detective J.C. Watson was at the door 
keeping other people from entering. Detective HcHillon, Detective 
Archer, Detective Blnckie Harrison, and Lieutenant Smart, and another 
officer were holding Jack Ruby on the floor. I took Detective KcHillon' 
gun and placed his gun and my gun in the locker. Then Detective 
HcHillon, Detective Archer, Detective Blackie Harrison, and myself took 
Jack Ruby directly to the fifth floor where we searched him. Then I 
took the handcuffs off and gave them to Detective McMillon as they 
were his cuffs. We then stripped Jack Ruby to his skin and searched 
his clothing completely. 

Lieutenant Baker of horaiciuc had boon contacted and requoctod that wo 
stay with the prisoner until tlio arrival of officeri; from the Homicide 
Bureau. Detective Harrison had left after helping take the prisoner 
up. Detective JicHillon, Detective Archer, and myself were with the 
prisoner. Hr. Sorells of the Secret Service came to the jail office 
and talked to him briefly and left. Then F.B.I. Agent Hall came up 
and talked to Jack Ruby for some time, probably two hours or better. 

A jailer came back and told us that a lawyer was to see Jack Ruby 
and it had been okayed by the Homicide Bureau. I am not sure which 
jailer this was. We took the prisoner to the fourth floor, Detective 
Archer, Detective HcMillon, F.B.I. Agent Hall, one of the jailers.

So.'.ictirao around 11:00 A. H. on November 2'f, ly63 Captain Prank Martin 
cane into the Juvenile Bureau and asked that Detectives Loucry, 
Goolsby, lliller, Cutohahaw, Harrison and myself follow him to the 
City Kail basement. V.'e did so. The baseiaent v;as oroifded with officers, 
novfspaper, radio and television people. V.'e proceeded to the area just 
outside the baseiaent door that adjoins the parking area. Ue reported 
to Captain 0. A. Jones who assigned the Detectives where he wanted 
thoin . 

Shortly after our arrival an armored oar backed partially on to the 
baseaont ranp on the Commerce Street side. Chief Eatoholor, Sergeant 
P. T. Dean and myself proceeded to search the armored car. nothing 
was found. I instructed officers on the Commerce Street exit not to 
let anyone in or out of the basement until we advised them otherwise. 

Sergeant Dean and Chief Batchelor then left me with the armored car. 
Sergeant Dean returned and said his boss told him to ride inside the 
truck v;ith the prisoner. 

Shortly af terv/ards an unmarked police car drove on to the ramp from 
the basenent area. This car parked near the jail door entrance on 
the ramp. I was aware from the excitement of the crowd that Lee 
Oswald was in sight but could not see anything for the police oar 
betv.-een us. Hext a shot v/as heard. I ran down, yelling to the 
officers not to let anyone out of the basement 

I i.-as advised by someone that Jack Ruby had shot Oswald. In a very 
short time an ambulance caine and removed Oswald. 

Just prior to ray taking my position on the armored car, I had looked 
over the crowd carefully that v/as gathered near the door. I have 
knov?n Jack Ruby for years but did not see him at that time. This 
observation made approximately ten minutes before the shooting.

Swain to leave the Burclary and Theft Bureau and report to the area 
near the information desk to assist in any manner needed in the 
transfer of Lee Harvey Oswald and await further instruction. 

I rode down the elevator with several other detectives and a W3AP-iV 
camera and two newsraen with this camera. 

I v;cill;ed off the elevator and took a post near the jail office 
v/indov/ to observe the crowd of photographers and newsaen who were in 
this area. 

I \ia.s standing near the jail office window when the prisoner was 
escorted through the jail office. V.Tien he walked out of my view 
and out of the jail, office, I walked toward the basenent doors. 
I heard a shot and ran into the basement . 

Several officers i;ere pulling the prisoner and another nan toward 
the jail office door, and I heard one of them call to get a doctor. 

I heard a Supervisory officer state, "Secure the basement." I ran 
around the officers and prisoners and up the ramp entrance on the 
north side to prevent any one from entering or leaving the basement.

"I want it known by everyone that I do not blame the Dallas Police 
Department for what happened Sunday morning. Chief Curry and his 
men did not neglect their duty. I honestly believe my brother had 
got hold of a press pass which got him into the Police Department. 
This criticism of the Police Department is uncalled for and they 
must not be held in blame. My brother was grieving so, and I feel 
it got the best of him. I know; he was with me a great deal Friday 
and Saturday. He was very upset about the death of the President. 
V/hen he came face to face with Oswald, he must have thought this nan 
had done him some personal harm and I believe my brother become in- 
sane suddenly. Otherwise this never could have been done. Please, 
please, don't blame the Police Department."

Chief Curry advised me that the large cameras had been moved away from the 
jail office and that everything was prepared and that the people had been moved 
back across Commerce and that some newsmen would be in the basement, but would 
be well back in the garage. 

Someone had ordered an armored truck, and it was agreed that we let a

Lieutenant Pierce drove the car, I was sitting in the back seat, 
on the loft side and Sergeant Putnam, after moving the crowd 
of reporters out of our path, got into the front seat on the 
right side. We traveled up the north ronp and made a left turn 
onto Main Street.

On Sunday, November 2k, 1963, approximately 9 '00 am, Chief Stevenson 
came to the Juvenile Bureau and told all bureau personnel to stand by. 

Approximately lliOJ an, November 2k, Captain Martin told us to come 
with bim. At that time, those present vrerei C, Goolsby, V, J. Cutobshav, 
V. J, Harrison, L. D, Miller, and myself. Ve went with Captain Martin 
to the elevator and went to the basement. 

As wo approached the information or pay office windows of the jail, I 
noticed Patrolman Nelson and he asked for identification from someone. 
There wore other officers there in uniform, possibly reserves and I 
can't recall the names of any other officers there at the area of the 
Jail office. Captain Jones met us at this point and told us to stand 
by for further instructions. Captain Jones went out through the double 
doors into ramp entrance and Captain Martin followed him. 

^ few minutes later Captain Jones roturned and called for everyones 
attention. He then told officers to take positions in the romp area 
of the corridor. Also advised both officers and newsmen to t£iko their 
fpsition in the ramp area.

Radio Station KLIF on December 1, I963 

I contacted the subject on this date and he made arrangements 
to furnish tlds Department with a copy of tho taped interview 
\n.th Mrs. Eva Grant that was broadcast on Radio Station KLIF, 
Tuesday evening, November 26 and VJednesday, November 27. 
Ilr. Long stated that the entire interview which took place 
in Mrs. Grant's apartment lasted for approximately 3i; hours. 
He said she would not allow a record of the entire interview ^ ' 
but v/ould allow a recording of a prepared speech which she ' 
read. 

I questioned Hr, Long regarding the reason Mrs. Grant gave 
for believing her brother Jack Ruby had a press pass or 
identification card when he was in the City Hall prior to 
the shooting of Lee Oswald on Sunday, November 24, 1963. 
Mr. Long stated Mrs. Grant told hira that she had attended 
the State Fair of Texas vdth her brother in October, I963, 
and as they went in the gate Jack Ruby told her to purchase 
a ticket for her own admission and pointed out an "Operations" 
press pass on his windshield and said tliis pass would admit 
the car and he had his own individual pass to procure his own 
admission. 

Mr. Loa- also stated that sometime after midnight Friday night, 
Kovombor 22, 1963, v;hich would be in the early hours of Saturday 
morning, that Jack Ruby came to the KLIF Studios, Pearl Express- 
way and Jackson Street with sandwiches for some of the KLIF 
personnel. 

Mr. Long was questioned further without obtaining more infor- 
mation that was considered pertinent but volunteered to be 
available at any future time that we might want to contact 
him.

Sir: 

On Sunday* November 2U, at approximately 9:45 A. M., I arrived at the 
basement of the City Kali anJ reported to Captain Amett. They had 
juGt completed searching the basement, I had no specific assignment. 
I vras told to stand around and keep my eyes open, to let no-one in 
the part of the basement where the oars come and leave unless they had 
a Press Card. 

I noted every car that carae into the basement was thoroughly searched 
by the regular officers. 

At different times I walked up both ramps to observe the cro\vds that 
were gathering, and talked to the officers stadding at both entrances 
to the basement. 

I Mfis constantly bothered by reporters, asking questions and wanting 
information which I did not know. 

I was told rumors were tliat there were several threats going around, 
and that was the reason for all the security. 

Prior to Oswald's arrival from the Jail Office we were told to keep the 
Press against the railing and to keep one side clear, which we did. In 
a fevr minutes Osv.-ald came out of the door and had just rounded the corner. 
I v;;iE looking at hiG face, and in just a fraction of a second later I saw 
a blur, my thoughts were that some reporter was attacking him (Osvfald). 
I then heard a nuiffled shot, and heard someone say "get the Doctor." I 
sav; CSaptain Arnett grappling in the crowd and ran to his aid, but saw he 
was O.fU Then, heard soueone holler not to let anyone out, so I ran 
halfway up the North ramp and stood there. No-one passed. 

1 did not know the subject Ruby and had never seen him to the best of 
my knowledge. .

The following information is submitted relevant to ray activities in 
the basement of tlie Police and Courts Building immediately prior to, 
at the time of, and immediately followinj; the murder of Lee Harvey 
Oswald by Jack Kuby , iUias Jack Leon Kubenstein. 

At approximately 10:45 a.m. on ?>'ovember 24, I went to the basement 
of the Police and Courts Building because of the number of newsmen 
who were assembled at that location. The newsmen were there because 
of the ira))ending transfer of Oswald from the City to the County Jail. 

Khen I went into the parking area and driveway , a large number of 
newsmen were already there. I spoke briefly with Jack Beers, photographer 
for the Dallas Morning Nev^s who was, at that time, standing on the rail 
on the eastern side of the driveway. I stayed in the basement talking 
with newsmen and preventing them from going up the south ramp toward 
the location where the armored car was parked. 

I talked briefly with Captain 0. A. Jones, Captain C. I:. Talbert and 
Captain Arnett of the Police Reserves, 

Vv'hen the vehicle, driven by Lieutenant 1<. S. Pierce, was driven from 
the basement to Main Street, I was on the west side of the driveway 
near where the ramp to Coinmerce Street starts up. I was at tliis loca- 
tion when the veliicle, driven by Detective C. N. Chority, was backed 
toward Main Street and 1 was v/atching this veliicle when I lieard the 
shot. 1 yelled for the officers on tlie Commerce Street side to keep 
people from comin;; in or leaving and tlien went over to wliere Ruby was 
being held. Tlie persons 1 remember seeing with Ruby were Officer VI. J. 
Harrison of the Juvenile Bureau and Detective U. R. Archer of the Auto 
Theft Bureau. I went with these officers inside the Jail Office witli 
Ruby and tlien up the elevator to the 5th Flocrr where I left them and 
returned to the basement. When 1 returned to tlio basement, Oswald 
had already been picked up by the ambulance. 'I then returned to ray 
office and talked with newsmen who continued to come into the Adminis- 
trative Office inquiring about the incident which had occurred in the 
basement.

I v;ork for the Scripps Howard Company in Washington, D.C, 

On Sunday, November 24, 1963, I came down the elevator to the basement of the 
i'olicc and Courts Building. I was double checked when I got out of the 
elevator in the basement. 1 was still wearing a paper badge on my lapel and 
' I showed my Washinrjton press I.D. to a uniformed officer and he still would 
not allow me to pass until he called another officer, whom I believe was' a 
plain clothes officer, and he allowed me to go on into the basement area past 
the corridor that is in front of the windows to the jail office. 

I went on into the jail office outsi<le. of the admitting desks and remained 
there by the east wall until apprnxir.iately four minutes prior to the shooting 
wlien officers came in the jail office and had us move out across to the east 
side of the ranp. Bob Fcnley and I remained beside the post at the north end 
of the exit that is between the rajnp and tlie basement parking area. 

I do know Jack Uuby. I did not see Jack Kuby in the basement of the City Hall 
until Oswald caric out of tiic jail office. I heard someone say, "Here he coraes," 
then, wliile looking intently at. Oswald, I did see an arm with a hand holding a 
gun come into view. I heard an officer shout, "Jack, you S.O.D.", just imme- 
diately before the shot. I did not see Kuby well enouj;h to know whom the 
officers had arrested until I was told it was Jack Ruby. This information 
VMS given to Bob Fcnley by some detective who appeared to be weeping. I sav; 
iluby's hat on the floor of the b?sement, I knew Rtiby fairly well when I worked 
with the Times Herald and I remember at Parkland Hospital on Friday he cane up 
behind me and pulled the back of my coattail, I turned around and he called me 
by, my name and we shook hands.

"here he comesl". I was on the east side of the ramp at < 
at this time. I turned to walk to the car on the ramp to 
make sure the way was clear and that officers were station- 
ed on each side of the oars and all the way down the east 
side of the ramp to the cars. I saw officers along the 
route and officers on each side of the ramp near the cars 
and at the top of the ramp. I also saw Chief Stevenson on 
the ranp, so I turned to watch tho parking area in the 
basement of tho City Hall, when I heard a shot. This was 
sometime shortly before noon, but I don't remember the 
exact time. I turned toward the sound of the shot which 
had come from my left and to my rear. I shouted to the 
officers to bar all exits and all raraps. I saw the officers 
closing the exits and went toward the scuffle where 
apparently officers had a man in custody. As I approached 
the center of the scuffle several voices said "It was Jack 
Ruby". I do not know who said this, but as the prisoner 
was on his feet by this time I could see he was Jack Ruby, 
whom I had known 10 or 12 years before as the owner of the 
Silver Spur, a nightclub on South lirvay. I told the 
officers to take him to the jail and then had other 
officers assist Lt. Swain in keeping the crowd in the 
designated area. I assisted in this measure until after 
tho ambulance left with Oswald and I then returned to the 
third floor after instructing the officers on the doors to 
lot only persons with identification come to the third 
floor. After returning to the third floor, I assisted in 
the administration offices. 

I had not seen a man that I recognized as Jack Ruby in the 
City llnll during the period of the investif^ation, until 
after tho shooting in the basement.

Subject: ohooting of Lee Oswald 



On Sunday, November Zk, I963, at around llAH, Deputy Chief 
Stevenson approached me in the adninistration offices and 
directed rae to place two officers at the Commerce Street 
entrance to the racip leading into the basement of the City 
Hall. He said to instruct these two officers that an 
armored truck was enroute and for them to assist the truck 
back as far as possible down the ramp into the City Hall. 
Ho also told me to take any remaining detectives that were 
available on the third floor to the basement and place them 
any place they were needed in the basement to supplement 
the officers already stationed. Kost of the detectives had 
previously been sent to the basement. I entered each of 
the bureaus except Homicide and Robbery and told the duty 
officer to have any available officers to report outside 
the jail office and went to the basement. Two or three 
detectives accompanied, me and remained near the jail office. 
I went to the head of the ramp on Commerce Street and in- 
formed Patrolman Jez and one other patrolman to remain 
there and keep the way clear and to assist the armored 
truck in backing into the City Hall. I informed Captain 
Talbert of these instructions. 

I then returned to, near the jail office and stntioned some 
of the detectives at the doors leading into the building 
proper, and noticed the Press Media was inside the jail 
office, but outside the admitting desk. I saw Assistant^ 
Chief Batchelor and Deputy Chief Stevenson and called Chief 
Batchelor's attention to the people in the jail office. I 
accompanied him inside and upon his instructions this area 
was cleared. Upon leaving the jail office we also had all 
persons except security personnel moved north of a line 
running oast from the brick corner of the jail office to 
t)io railing on the opposite side and on a line from this 
point running east to the exit lanes for xars from the 
basement to the ramp itself. 

Deputy Chief Stevenson then approached and said there had 
been a change in plans and, as the truck could not get into 
the City Hall, they were going to use two cars. At this 
time two police cars wore started and brought up onto the 
ramp. Several officers had to move to allow the cars to 
get onto the ramp.

Subjecti Shooting of Lee Harvey Oswald. 



Sir: 



I was standing about half-way between the V/est wall of the 
driveway and the rail. As the detectives brought the prisoner 
out, Jack Ruby came by me from my left side with the gun in 
his hand. As he oaae by me the gun was about a foot from me 
in Jack's right hand. As he shot I made a move to get him 
and went to the floor with him as there were about six (6) of 
us on him at one time. 1 tried to grab the hand that held the 
pistol and the pistol was knocked out of Jack's hand after we 
were on the floor. I reraenbor Detectives Cutohshaw and Lowery 
being on him as well as other officers. I could not say where 
he (Jack) oame from. All I know is that he came from the rear 
and left of us. 

After we took him in the Jail Office and was putting the hand- 
cuffs on him, ho (Jack) said, "I hope I killed the S. 0. B.". 
That is all he said until I left him on the fifth floor jail 
with some of the detectives.
